ACTION BY THE STATE. 

‘lr. Healy said that the State considered 
cases where a "bus took fire as very serious. 
i, was considered advisable before the in- 

uest proceeded that. the ‘bus involyed should 
be examined by an engineering expert, to 
find out whether the ‘bus was in perfect 
working order. That had been done, and an 
engineer would give evidence that the engine 
and other parts were in perfect order. How- 
aver, the point would arise as to whether*the 
emergency door at the back’ was in working 
order. The engineer found that it was, and 
some’ days before” the accident the police 
officer whose duty it was to inspect these 
vehicles successfully sein the emergency 
door from inside the "bus, but made no at- 
tempt to operate it from the outside. 

{wo people had spoken of the difficulty in 
opening the emergency door, but the relief 
driver successfully opened it from the out- 
side. There would be a question as to 
whether the fire was caused either by a match 
or a cigarette end being thrown into the slot 
into which the window fitted. 

civic GUARDS’ EVIDENCE. 

Guard P. Lawlor (74 A) stated that he was 
on duty at the Coombe at 3.25 p.m. on the 
oth August, when he saw motor ‘bus No. 
s N, 3500 going im the direction of the city. 
When it was opposite White’s publichouse he 
yoticed the left side of 1t on fire. With Guard 
Leonard (87 A) he rushed to the ’bus, and 
found that escape by the front entrance door 
was cut off by the flames. A woman jumped 
clear, but her clothes caught fire. He went 
to her assistance and extinguished the flames 


about her clothes. With Guard Leonard 
and . some civilians he broke the 
windows of the *bus and took 


out the paneeneay®. They all appeared to be 
suffering from burns. Nine of the passengers 
were conveyed to the Meath Hospital in a 
Paragon “bus, and four were taken by the 
Fire Brigade ambulance to Steevens’s Hos- 
pital. He saw people trying to get out of the 
‘bus by the rear door. 

Replying to Mr, Greene, the witness said 
that the fire was at the front of the ’bus on 
the left side. When he first saw it the fire 
was immediately beside the driver, and it 
appeared to have started at the window. It 
was impossible to get out by the front door. 
He did not see the relief driver beside the 
driver. 

Mr: Taylor—How far away were you when 
you first saw the fire’ 

The Witness—About fifteen yards. 

Guard John Leonard, Kevin street, corro- 
borated the evidence of the last witness. 

Replying to Mr. Healy, he said that from 
the time when the "bus went on fire it took 
the passengers in it five minutes to get out. 

To Mr. Greene—There were about fifteen 
or sixteen people in the ‘bus. 


THE DRIVER'S DESCRIPTION. 

Joseph Harney, 45 Bayview avenue, driver 
of the ‘bus, having been cautioned by the 
Coroner. elected to give evidence. He said 
that his first knowledge of the fire was a 
flame at the front of the "bus. He stood up 
to get the fire extinguisher, and as he did so 
there was a sudden rush of the passengers 
in the bus and he was pushed out through 
the front door. He then went to the back 
of the ‘bus and saw the relief driver trying 


to pull a passenger through the window of 
the ‘hus. e assisted him,.and when he -re- 


turned the emergency door was open. He 
saw the swégussg door that morning, when 
it was im perfect order. There was no diffi- 
culty in opening it. 

At this stage the emergency door, which 
bore traces of the fire, with the glass all 
broken away, was brought into the inquest 
room, and the witness demonstrated how it 
could be opened when the emergency arose. 

In answer to Mr. Healy, the witness said 
that he had the fire extinguisher in his hand 
when he was pushed off the "bus by the 
passencers. 

Replying to Mr. Greene, he said that the 
‘bus was registered to carry sixteen pas- 
sengers. He believed that there were only 
thirteen passengers in tg ‘bus at the time 
of the fire. 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
said that there were no people near the 
witness or about the driver's seat. He denied 
that there were two or three people standing 
beside him. The relief driver only was 
standing beside the witness. There were no 
passengers beside him. 

It was not true that when a passenger 
noticed the flame and called attention to it 
the driver said, ““I see it; leave it to me,”

John Reynolds, Chamber street 
Circular road, relief driver, stated 
was standing in front of the

then went to the back to open the emergency 
door, and saw people scrambling to get out 
through the win ows, which had already 
been broken by the passengers.

He had no difficulty in opening the door. He 
did not seize any petrol tin and throw its 
contents on the blaze. In fact, there was no 
tin in the car. 
In ‘answer to Mr. Greene, the witness said 
that it was he who was standing beside the 
driver, but he did not take up any tin and 
throw its contents on the flame. He did not 
see any tin in the car that day. 
Mr. Greene—Do you contradict tho last 
witness when she said she saw a man stand- 
ing beside the driver empty the contents of 
a petrol tin on the flames? 
The Witness—I was standing beside the 
driver, and I saw no one empty the contents 
of a-petrol tin. I saw no petrol tin. 

A PUBLICAN’S ESCAPE. . 

Edward Byrne, 39 Cork street, a publican, 
said that he occupied the front seat of the 
bus next to the door. When the "bus reached 
the Coombe he got a smell of smoke, and just 
as the "bus pulled up at the corner of Meath 
street he noticed a smouldering fire at the 
side about six inches from the floor. He 
called the attention of a man who was sitting 
beside the driver. 

The witness continued :—“J found my pants 
on fire and immediately jumped off the bus. 
A man at the corner of Meath street threw 
his coat around my legs and put out the fire 
in my pants. I saw the 'bus in flames and 
the crowd trying to rescue the passengers and 
breaking the glass in the sides of the "bus. 
1 then went to the Meath Hospital and got 
my legs dressed.” 

The witness added that he was still con- 
fined to bed. 

In reply to Mr. Healy, the witness said 

that the relief driver had an ordinary petrol 
tin in his hand.He turned back to the plat- 
form, taking up the tin. Turning, the wit- 
ness saw him throw the contents of the tin 
at the fire. The witness got out through the 
front door. 
Questioned by Mr. Greene, the witness ex- 
pressed the opinion that, if nothing had been 
thrown on the fire, everyone would have got 
out; it was only smouldering at the time. It 
was when the contents of the tin were ‘‘fired’’ 
a the smouldering that the 'bus went on 
re. 

Replying to the Coroner, the witness said 
that he saw the tin in Mr. Reynolds’s hands 
He did not see anything passing out of it, 
but the 'bus burst into flames immediately. 
It was the upholstery that was smouldering. 
When he got back in about two minutes, 
after the flames on his trousers had been 
put out, the emergency door was open. All 
the people were taken out of the ’bus. 
dames Boylan, Vauxhall House, Dolphin’s 
Barn, said that he was a passenger, but did 
not, see the relief driver with a petrol tin, nor 
did he see anyone throw anything. 

THE INSPECTION OF THE ’BUS. 
Guard McAdam, of the Carriage Depart- 
meut, said that he made an inspection of the 
‘bus on the 23rd August before the accident. 
It was then in perfect working order, and 
he operated the emergency door from the 
inside. 

In reply to Mr. Greene, the witness said 
that the view of the authorities was that, if 
a ‘bus were found not to be clean, the owner 
would be prosecuted, but there was, as far zs 
he knew, no particular regulation as to the

He ex- 
pressed the. opinion that something such as 
a lighted cigarette end or glowing match 
liad been dropped in a window recess, and 
that the combustible matter therein was 
ignited, this causing the fire. In regard to 
the operation of the mechanism of the emer- 
gency door, the door could have been 
pi and easily opened from the inside. 
‘rom his examination there were indications 
that went to show that successful operation 
of the lock mechanism by means of the out- 
side handle was a matter of some doubt. 
PREVIOUS INSPECTIONS, 
Inspector P. MacUartliy, Carriage Depart- 
ment, Civic Guard, said that the ‘bus con- 
cerned. was inspected by him twice, but was 
not licensed until alterations were made in 
the seating, etc., which he had suggested in 
the interests of public comfort and public 
safety. ‘The seating was reduced on his 
recommendation from twenty to sixteen. 
To Mr. Greene—Licences had been refused 
or withdrawn when velutcles were found un- 
suitable, and owners were prosecuted when 
‘buses were found to be dirty. 
To Mr, ‘Taylor—On the Sunday before the 
accident an official of the Department tra- 
velled on the 'bus and found it in good order. 
At this stage the inquest was adjourned 
until Thursday week at 11 o'clock. 
Mr. Healy, barrister-at-law (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), appeared tor the 
State; Mr. Taylor (Messrs. Taylor and Sons 
and Robmwson) for Joseph Farrell, Mayor 
street, the owner of the ‘bus.

FACILITIES. FOR POLICY- 


HOLDERS IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


In the fourth annual report of the industrial 
Assurance Commissioner for Northern Ireland 
it is pointed out that 200,000 new policies, 
assuring £3,730,000,.were issued in 1927. The 
premiums paid by industrial assurance policy- 
holders in 1927, representing the aggregate of 
small-sums of a penny, twopence or tbLree- 
pence saved weekly by the wage-ea:ning 
classes, amounted to £725,000. The claims 
paid in 1927 amounted to over £300,000. and 
it appears from the report that Northern 
Ireland policyholders share with those in 
Great Britain an interest in funds amounting 
to many millions-of pounds. 
The Commissioner includes in the report a 
useful examination of recent accounts and 
valuations of the companies, as well as tables 
giving the figures of each company we ger agg l 
In what may be termed the legal side of 
the report reference is made to the Industrial 
Assurance Act of 1924, by which policyholders 
aro enabled io have disputes adjudicated by 
the Commissioner as ap alternative to pro- 
ceedings in court, In 1928 757 cases were 
referred to the Commissioner, and copies of a 


number of the awards are given in the report.

On examining the small print 
underneath, however, we found that only 
the first act was to be given; but we were 
cheered by the further information that 
the performance would be given in 
costume. It was much too good to miss, 
and we went in. 
The show was billed to start quite soon. 
A few people were talking and smoking 
in the vestibule, which was of quite decent 
size. The girl in the box office gave us our 
tickets, and with them a programme. The 
poster had been of a highly decorative 
nature, but the programme was even more 
'so—bright, ruddy orange in colour, with 
a landscape drawing across the front in 
‘which a sand dune and a pine tree vied 
for pride of place. Just inside the front 
pace was a striking portrait, with orange 
high lights, of none other than the 
directeur himself, with such an amazing 
list of musical accomplishments that one 
Marvellc] and wondered what on earth 
Merlitvont had done to be worthy of so 
much honour, After this there followed 
‘pages ‘of ‘advertisements. Hotels, with 
high-sourding names in large print, inter- 
mingled with a Grande Boucherte here 
and a Boulangerie Parisienne there. 
Evervthing was on the grande or the 
Parisienne scale. Nothing was left out: 
a dissected and magnified Merlimont lay 
bare and exposed for all to see. 


A MAN OF MANY PARTS. 


But where was Faust?” We discovered 
him at last, on a separate sheet, discreetly 
slipped in. Faust was aloof and could 
hardly be expected to mingle with the 
common herd of advertisements. It 
seemed that there were just the two 
characters—Mephistopheles to be taken by 
~ premier deep bass and Faust by a strony 

tenor. This was really intriguing, and 
on reeding the name we found him to be 
no other than our friend the directeur. 
The cichestra also we found to be under 
the civection of the directeur, who was 
now, also, according to the programme, a 
“ compositeur’’ as well, Certainly there 
was no end to the talents and activities of 
our leading man. 

On entering the hall, our first impres- 
sion was favourable. True, it was built of 
iron and had a rich metallic echo, as we 
were to find later ; but tasteful and artistic 
efforts had not been spared. The two 
sides, measuring the full length, were 
supported by pillars, and were arranged to 
vive a pergola effect, with here and there 

slarge cabbage roses drooping dejectedly 
from the ceiling. The electric lights were 
also festooned with sprays of paper 
flowers. The seats were skeleton frames, but 
proved comfortable enough. The stage, at 
the far end, was hung with long brown 
curtains, and immediately below, in the 
exact centre, was an upright piano with 
the entire front taken out—evidently an 
effort to cope with the ‘‘strong’’ tenor. 
By the piano stood a drum. Away at the 
back of the hall was a microscopic bar, 
consisting of two little shelves tacked on to 
the wall, and in front a small counter 
containing a plate of lemons, some 
chocolates and a box of chewing gum. On 
the bottom shelf were a few bottles. On 
the top shelf sat a rakish French doll, with 
bright gold hair and a_ wicked leer, 
supported on either side by two fat, 
bulbous liqueur bottles. However, both 
the top and the bottom shelves were 
evidently only ornamental; for everyone 
drank beer, which appeared mysteriously 
through an opening at the side. 


AUDIENCE AND ORCHESTRA. 


We turned our attention to the 
audience. It was limited—three full 
rows, one in front, one in the middle and 
one at the back, indicating tue vast gulf 
between the three standard prices. The 
front row represented the visitors to 
Merlimont Plage; noticeable among these 
and typical \.as a large, stolid English- 
man, smoking a briar pipe.

During this 
part of the performance he sang with 
grave control, suggesting deep under- 
currents of sadness and tragedy. 


THE RED LIGHT. 


At the back. of the stage was a long 

French window, through which was 
depicted a snowy winter scene. The 
furniture was simple, consisting only of 
one small wooden table and two chairs in 
the foreground. On the right were a fire- 
place and a door.: It was an ordinary 
enough looking door, and little did we 
guess its unplumbed depths of naughtiness, 
waywardness and irrepresmble obstinacy. 
Quite soon it forced itself on our atten- 
tion.. Faust, with mournful eyes cast 
heavenwards, was just getting well into 
his vocal stride and well away with his 
audience when, very slowly, the door began 
to open, admitting a lurid red light from 
the unseen background. This left no 
doubt as to the near neighbourhood of the 
devil, but no devil appeared—nothing but 
the red glow ; and poor Faust with one eye 
on the door and the other fixed sternly on 
the audience, still singing manfully, 
manceuvred himself into position. 
With a sort of unconscious action, as if 
not letting his Jeft hand know exactly 
what his right hand was about to do, he 
gave a gentle shove, and the door closed. 
It was only then we realised that the door 
was not behaving as it should ; but we were 
not a critical audience, and generously 
admitted that a little contretemps of that 
kind might happen easily on the best of 
stages. We wete beginning to forget the 
incident when slowly, with ghostly preci- 
sion, the door began to open again. This 
time we were quite sure that the Devil was 
to appear. Our eyes were positively glued 
dh the widéeniilig apértiire—but again we 
were doomed to disappointment. Instead, 
Faust sidled gently over in that direction, 
aud with fascinated eyes we watched him 
repeat his first manceuvre. When the 
door opened for the third time i; was quite 
clear to all and sundry that Faust and the 
door had entered into fierce competition 
for our undivided attention. At this stage 
it wobbled somewhere around “fifty, 
fifty ’’; but when, for the fourth time, the 
door opened again it won hands down, 
and Faust was completely in the shade. 
He probably realised this; for he made no 
bones this time about shutting it, but 
clapped it with 4 savage slam. 


THE DEVIL UNGIRT, 


Even the Devil’s tardy entrance was 
nothing but an anti-climax after this, 
especially as the magnesium light, which 
should have accompanied him, only flared 
into being just about three minutes after 
his arrival. It was not that he was any- 
thing but an extremely proper devil. In 
fact, he was the very devil of a devil, 
being heavily caparisoned from top to toe 
in bright, blood-red velvet, with a short 
cape swinging rakishly from his shoulders. 
Rakish he was, indeed, but, at the same 
time, there was no nonsense about him. 
He strode about the stage with manful 
strides, and it was-clear from the start 
that poor, bent-up old Faust and his 
marketable soul would stand no earthly 
chance—nor even a celestial one, for that 
thatter—with this masterful fellow. Like 
a leaf driven before the wind, Faust 
drifted over to the window and took up 
a convenient position by the jamb for the 
final and inevitable metamorphosis. 
First, as if giving a signal, he untied 
the rope round his waist and let it fall to 
the ground. Then, while the Devil did his 
vocal best to focus all attention on him- 
self, Faust whispered a few words to an 
invisible presence behind, and two strong 
hands gave a tug at his shoulders. Away 
came the habit, and there, resplendent in 
purple plush, was a new and youthful 
Faust—a dashing Faust, who came 
bounding forward to the centre front, his 
hand now no longer on his stomach, but 
on his heart. From this moment the 
“strong” tenor came properly into his 
own. Up to this he had only been playing 
with us, tantalising us, as it were, with 
dribs and drabs ; now he gave it to us full 
blast and “‘ strong.’’ Our scarlet Devil was 
completely outclassed, though, to give him 
his due, he did his level best—as did also 
the perspiring and overworked pianist. 
He and the fiddler, in their efforts not to 
be entirely drowned, made renewed and 
superhuman onslaughts on their respective 
instruments. 

It was a scene of staggering enthusiasm 
and gesticulation ; they were all so much 
in earnest, spurring one another on, 
tearing out the last fraction of sound. It 
was magnificent, tremendous, diabolic. 
We were lifted up, cast down and lifted 
up again on wave upon wave of exuberant 
sound, which echoed and re-echoed round 
the metallic walls. A final bang from the 
orchéstra and the curtain came down. 
There was a startled silence. Then 
applause broke out. Bewildered and dazed 
we got up. More by instinct than design, 
we found our way to the door and passed 
int the quiet beauty of the night. 
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NORTHERN EDUCATION

| Resting her charn 
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I found myself the other day prisoner 
to the lure of the sun in St. Stephen's 
Green. Sitting on a seat in sight of the 
lake, I noticed that the birds seemed 
diminished in number since last I was 
there. in the early summer—for, as un 
grateful as most dwellers in Dublin, I 
rarely take advantage of the Green—an 
I opened conversation with one of the 
keepers to find out why. He told me that 
there is a heavy mortality among young 
birds due to attacks by rats, and to the 
voracity of swans; for those birds, in spite 
of their white beauty, have black hearts 
and cannibal beaks. He told me that the 
number of species of bird was twenty less 
than it was some ten years ago, many 
being unable to get accustomed to the 
climate sufficiently to breed well. Few 
birds, however, desert their asylum. The 
geese just now fly off nightly to graze, 
and their departure in regimental forma- 
tion is a little realised entertainment. to 
frequenters of the Green ; but they always 
return in full strength with the day, It 
seems to me that the young birds could 
be afforded some protection against rat 
and swan: and if that is practicable, it 
certainly should be done. We owe 1 to 
the feathered guests who grace our city 
to make them as safe and comfortable as 


possible. 


Ardilaun Lecturer’s New Book. 


Many friends in Ireland of Mr. Philip 
Guedella, and particularly those who 
listened to the valuable series of Lady 
Ardilaun Lectures, which he delivered at 
Alexandra Co#ege, Dublin, last October, 
will be interested to learn of the publica- 
tion by him this week 
of a new book, with 
the title The Miss- 
ing Muse,” which is 
described as a volume 
of “sense wit and 
brilliance.’’ 

Mr. Guedella is 
still a young man, 
but he has established 
a very high reputa- 
tion as an authority 
on European and 
general history. He 
has made a special 
study of the life of 
Napoleon, who, it will 
be remembered in Dublin, was the subject 
of the Ardilaun Lectures. 

At Oxford Mr. Guedella held the posi- 
tion of President of the Union, and was 
later called to the Bar, but, after Govern- 
ment service for some years and attempts 
to. secure parliamentary honours, he 
devoted himself mainly to writing.

Sligo is now enjoying its civic week, 
and, as behoves a city which has achieved 
a reputation for its Feis, one of the 
attractions is to be a ceilidhe.

ness of the modern dancing floor is not 
natural with us. I can easily recall my 
first experience of a country dance. 
Smoking after dinner by the gates of the 
estate on which I was living, I encoun- 
tered a jolly crowd from the townland 
going to the dance about three miles away. 
First they lured me to ‘‘ shorten the way” 
for them for a mile; then, in spite of my 
shy protests, I was brought the whole way. 
The dance-house was packed, and I soon 
lost my sponsors in the throng. It made 
no matter ; seeing me alone a man pitched 
me into the hands of a fair unknown, 
who heroically piloted my inept feet about 
the floor. We rested the next, myself 
wedged on a bench, and she, a no light 
weight, on my knees, talking gaily of all 
and everything. I was rather put about 
when another partner claimed her. Other 
girls, however, came along; and I was 
astonishingly at ease among all those 
strange faces. In the dawn I found 
myself wandering homewards with the 
crowd as though I had known them al] my 
days, after one of the most enjoyable times 
of my life. 


Hops. 


The other day, as I watched some motor 
loads of hop bales passing along the quays, 
it occurred to me that hop imports form 
one of the most valuable cargoes unloaded 
at the Port of Dublin. Every bale, Kent or 
American, is worth £20 to £30, and a full 
lorry load would reach to £1,000 or more. 
The hopping season in Kent is now over, 
and the hop oasts where the plants are 
roasted or dried will remain empty until 
next year. They are only used for a few 
weeks in every season, but their queer 
tilted chimneys are a prominent feature 
of the Kentish landscape. During the 
time the hops are in the oast they have 
to be tended continuously to avert the 
great danger of over-roasting, which would 
be disastrous. Having been sufficiently 
cooked, they are shovelled into large 
rectangular sacks or pockets, and rammed 
down with a special press which packs 
them till the bale is almost solid. 

In addition to their ordinary use as a 
valuable ingredient in the manufacture of 
beer and stout, hops have a well-known 
soporific quality, which is immediately 
experienced by the novice who has to 
handle them. Men accustomed to the 
work overcome this difficulty, but in hop 
stores the very mice have a somnolent 
appearance which is in striking contrast 
to the havoc they sometimes create. For 
sufferers from insomnia a hop pillow is 
often a useful remedy, but it requires to 
be drenched with some fairly strong 
perfume to neutralise the rather un- 
pleasant natural odour of the plant. 


Al Belfast Bishop. 


‘The Right Rev. John Hind, M.A., D.D., 
Bishop in Fuh-Kien, whose name has come 
into the papers in a report of a motor 
accident, is a Belfast man. He was born 
in the Northern Capital fifty years ago, 
and springs from two well-known Ulster 
families, the Hinds and the McVickers. 
Dr. Hind was one of the many brilliant 
students educated at Coleraine Academical 
Institution, from which he came to Trinity 
College, Where he took his degree. The 
call of the East came early in life to him, 
and in 1904, two years after his ordina- 
tion, he went out to China, and was 
connected with the Dublin University 
Fuk-Kien Mission until 1918. He was 
Headmaster of the Trinity Middle School 
in China from 1911 to 1918. Outside 
Church matters, Dr. Hind has many 
interests, and is an enthusiastic model 
i gerd and astronomer. His second 
wile, whom he married at Foochow, just a 
year ago, is a doctor by profession. She 
ae iss Winifred Heyworth, of West 

rby, and was a worker at Sefton Park 
yterian Church in Liverpool. 
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Admirers of poetry of 
Stephens were probably relieved when they 
found that it was not his verse that was 
alleged to have been the immediate cause 
of a suicide in England recently. It 
was difficult to credit that anything 
‘‘depressing’”’ could be found in his 
works; but his name was at first coupled 


with the announcement of the woman s 
death after she had listened to some poems 
broadcast from London. 

Now it transpires that the poet was 
Robert Nicholls; but here, again, it is 
difficult to find anything depressing. True, 
the poems actually read bore such titles 
as: “Night Rhapsody,’’ “At the Wars, 
“Epic Wind” and “Last Words,” but 
none of them could be termed ‘‘depress- 
ing” in any way. It was “' Last Words,’”’ 
with its ending ‘‘Come then, O Death, 
and Jet my day be darkened—I shall have 
had my all.” that was supposed to have 
depressed the woman, but Mr. Nicholls 
says this poem is essentially a ‘“‘ hymn to 
the joy of living.” 

The poet who has had this unfortunate 
advertisement is now 36 years old, having 
been born in the Isle of Wight in 1893. 
Educated at Winchester and Trinity 
College, Oxford, he was Professor ol 
English Literature at Tokyo University 
from 1921 to 1924. Serving with the 
R.F.A. in France, he was disabled by 
shell-shock, but later served in the 
Ministry of Information, and was a 
member of the British Commission sent by 
that Ministry to the United States in 
1918. He has published three volumes of 
poems, a volume of short stories, and a 
play, and he is to be found in most 
anthologies. It may be hoped that this 
charge of ‘‘depressing’’ will not prevent 
anyone from making the acquaintance of 
his poems, which certainly do not deserve 
to suffer from such a charge. 


A David Livingstone Memorial. 


Interest in the career of David Living- 
stone, the great Scottish missionary and 
South African pioneer, will be revived by 
the opening on Saturday next by the 
Duchess of York of a national memorial 
in his honour which has been set up at 
Blantyre, the village on the Clyde where 
he was born in 1813. 

Livingstone had no easy path to fame, 
and even in later life his plans were fated 
to be far different from his desires. When, 
after taking his medical degrees, he gave 
himself over to the London Missionary 
Society, it was his great ambition to be 
sent to China, and he was disappointed 
when Africa was selected as the field for 
his work. 

He was, however, a. man of expansive 
mind, and had great ideals as a mis- 
sionary. Disclaiming any narrow notions 
of missionary work, he set out bravely on 
exploration work in South Africa, and, 
after privations and marvellous escapes, 
he achieved great results for his country. 

The memorial to be opened on Saturday 
comprises the house in which he was born 
and several acres of surrounding land, and 
the rooms of the house have been suitably 
furnished for the purpose in view. The 
adjoining land will be used as public

Lord Darnley. 


OVEN, 


The “Diary” has already noted a 
number of devotees of literature among the 
Irish nobility; the name of Lord Darnley 
should be added to the list. Although he 
bears the name, he has no other connection 
with that Darnley who bears a, perhaps, 
unenyiable immortality from his unhappy 
association with the most tragic queen of 
history, Mary, Queen of Scots. His title 
derives from 1725, a creation of George I. 
His métier is the historical, and he shares 
the desire, so. common among historians 
and biographers to-day, to reverse the 
accepted verdict passed upon his subject. 
He is preparing a study of Richard III. 
which aims at putting that monarch in a 
more favourable light. This Richard has 


| always been somewhat of a favourite with 


writers, usually appearing, however, in 
the guise that Shakespeare gave him of 
the unconscionable and bloodthirsty 
villain, though a recent novelist in her 
book, ‘‘ Crouchback,’’ has treated him 
more kindly. I have always sensed a real 
statesmanship in him, a forerunner of 
the Tudors, and with a touch of Brian 
Boru about him. Even Shakespeare, if 
he made him “a jolly thriving villain,” 
did “nos forget to give the ‘‘ bottled 
spider’’ a fighter’s manliness; I suspect 
that he had a secret regard for him, and 
at the end of the play one is sorry for 
his defeat. Never does he show as the 
merely nasty rogue that is Iago. Perhaps, 
it was the convention of the one man stage 
which Shakespeare copied from his first 
master, Marlowe, that made him do 
Richard wrong, and give a doubtful twist 
to subsequent historical views of him. It 
should prove very interesting to see how 
far a documented history substantiates

It is 
strange how soon men forget their 
disasters and carry on their lives in the 
very shadow of menace. The lot of Miami 
reminds one of the way in which the folk 
of Sicily brave the fires of Etna or the 
Neapolitans enjoy their beautiful city and 
cultivate the soil to the crater’s lip of 
Vesuvius, though Pompeii stands in ruins 
beside them as an ever-present memento 
mori. Moralists love to dwell upon the 
fact that these sudden visitations of 
nature fall where the pride of the eye is 
fostered most and the pockets of the 
wealthy are most powerful ; they remind 
us, too, that for all our boasted mastery 
of the elements, we are unable to disarm 
nature, who has always a shot in her 
locker. To the ancient world such mis- 
fortunes were held to be the punishment 
of what to them was the final sin, that of 
hubris, insolence. It is a chastening 
thought. 


Boston Bans O'Neill Play. 


The play that has packed the theatre 
in New York, and has been passed by 
the Lord Chamberlain for production in 
London, has been banned in Boston.

Evcense O'NEILL. So far it is Eugene 
O'Neills most suc- 
cessful play from a financial standpoint, 
as many companies have been touring it 
throughout the United States for the past 
year, and it was awarded the Pulitzer 
Prize for the best play of the year 1928. 
To Eugene O'Neill the ‘‘ Strange Inter- 
Jude ” is just life itself, and into his play 
he has packed all ‘‘the goodness, badness, 
joy and weal’’ incidental to life in the 
contemporary world. In nine acts, taking 
over five hours to play, ‘‘ Strange Inter- 
lude’’ carries four characters through 
their chief spiritual crises during some 
twenty-eight years. Essentially it is the 
life-story of Nina Leeds, the danghter of 
a professor, who, when thwarted in her 
desire to marry an aviator, leaves home 
first to become a nurse. Thereafter she 
goes through many adventures, and it is 
probably to these adventures that the play 
owes the ban in Boston. Certainly much 
of its action would be resented here, too, 
and its frank dialogue might be set down 
as ‘‘immoral.’” The play will be pre 
sented in London within the next six 
months by the New York Theatre Guild 
Company for Mr. C. B. Cochrane. 


Songs of Erin. 


I have every sympathy with Mr. Colm 
O’Loughlin’s plea at Monaghan for a 
revival of the old Irish songs. In pre-war 
days in the West it was a comparatively 
simple thing to get a good song from men 
and women at the fireside or in the field. 
There were traditional songs with rousing 
choruses, and happy improvisations set to 
those airs which Moore and Mr. Graves 
have made popular; and one did not have 
to coax a great deal to cet ‘‘ The White 
Cockade’’ or ‘‘Carrigdhoun’’ or “ Let 
Erin Remember,’’ and the like, from the 
vocalist. Sometimes, indeed, a gratuitous 
periormance was overmuch, as when an 
old farmer sang ‘‘ The Battle of Fontenoy’’ 
to me,in a rai'way carriage all the way. 
from Ruan to Dunbeg, a journey of nearly 
three hours. With the troubles there 
came to the surface a number of stirring 
songs of patriotic feryour and some worth ; 
but a terrible amount of rameish also 
circulated, especially among the younger 
sort. The old folk clung to the older 
songs, and I have heard a man of seventy, 
standing in mid-kitchen, and using a 
power of gesture and action, recite narra- 
tive ballads running into five hundred 
lines in the chanting manner of an ancient 
bard. Very effective he was, too. Subse- 
quently, in spite of the songs tanght in 
the national schools, and of race sense, 
I noticed that: these songs and recitations 
went out of vogue. That curious form of 
snobbery which emerges among us put 
everything out of account except the more 
mauclin syncopations that pass for song 
across the Atlantic. A reaction against 
this is about due, and. seems to have set 
in along with a revolt against jazz 
dancing, cubist art, and the cult of the 
obscure in literature. Why should we not 
call in community singing to aid? 


Ain. Irish Nonagenarian. 


The Right Rev, Dr. Raymond d’Audemar 
Orpen, D.D., made many friends durin 
his long clerical career which terminated 
with his resignation of the Bishopric of 
Limerick about eight years ago, and he 
will receive congratulations from numerous 
well-wishers on the recent attainment of 
his 92nd birthday; for he was born in 
Dublin in the year when the late Queen 
Victoria was crowned Sovereign of Great 
Britain. 

Dr. Orpen is the sixth son of Sir 
Richard Orpen, of Ardtully, County Kerry, 
who died in 1876, and he is thus uncle to 
Sir William Orpen, the famons Royal 
Academician. _ He was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he graduated with 
honours in 1859. 

After taking Holy Orders, he was curate 
at various places in Ireland before taking 
up the incumbency of Tralee in 1869. In 
1885 he was appointed Archdeacon of 
Ardfert, and came Canon of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublia, in 1905, and 
Bishop of Limerick in 1907. He lives 
at Rathronan Rectory, Ardagh, Co. 
Limerick. sea

it would appear as if a deadlock has now 
been reached, and the further prolongation of 
the strike, which seems likely, will seriously 
njure, not only the shipbuilding industry in 
Belfast, but the trade of the city generally. 

DISPUTE MAY SPREAD. 

It is also possible that the dispute may 
now become a national one, and that the 
mem! of the Woodworkers’ Society in 
other shipyards in Great Britain associated 
with the Shipbuilding Federation may become 
involved. In this event it is hardly possible 
that the Woodworkers’ Society will be able to 
maintain the existing rates of strike pay. 

Another suggestion which has been made is 
that the Executive Committee may be forced 
to take action along the lines of withdraw- 
mg some of the present measure of support 
they are giving to the men on strike, but 
this, it is felt, will be a step that will only 
be taken in the last resort. 

The Council of the Woodworkers’ Society 
will meet to-morrow in Manchester, and the 
whole position will likely come under re- 
view, while there may also be a communica- 
tion upon the subject from the Shipbuilding 
Federation. 

lt is possible that a joint conference may 
be arranged between the local employers and 
the strikers, and if this were brought about 
by the Northern Minister of Labour, or some 
other person, it would probably be the 
quickest way to hammer out a settlement. 

The men claim that they should get the 
three shillings increase given to other grades 
of shipyard workers retently, as they have 
to buy and renew an expensive kit of tools. 
On the other hand, the shipbuilding firms 
point out that the shipyard joiners in Bel- 
fast are already paid at a higher rate than 
those on the Clyde and other shipbuilding 
centres in Great Britain. 

The men, however, contend that they are 
paid less than the carpenters in the building 
trade in Belfast. 

lt is the general opinion in Belfast to- 
night that an effort should be made again 
locally to arrive at a settlement of the dis- 
pute, in which about three thousand men are 
now involved.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

At the Oise Assizes to-day a man named 
Crepin, bearing terrible facial mutilations and 
completely dumb, appeated in the box to 
answer a Charge of murdering his mistress 
and his rival, 

A year ago Crepin, a forty-year-old farmer, 
living at Gourchelles with his wife and 
children, passed by the house inhabited by 
Mme. Delarche, a level-crossing keeper, as he 
was going shooting. The woman, who had 
been very friendly with Crepin, was talking 
with a yoad mender named Gremont. 

lt is alleged that, seized by a sudden fit of 
jealousy, Crepin entered the crossing-keeper's 
house, and after a quarrel, in which there was 
a struggle for the gun, Mme.

Several cases of diphtheria from the ex- 
soldiers’ cottages at CHANTERHILL, near 
Enniskillen, have been admitted to hospital, 
and at Enniskillen Rural Council meeting 
yesterday attention was called to the insani- 
tary state of these cottages, due to the want 
of a proper sewer. The clerk said that there 
wis no sewer at all.

A Five-Day Week. 


After a long discussion the Council of 
People’s Commissars has decided that all 
Russians employed in Soviet enterprises 
shall enjoy a five-day week. According’ to 
the Riga Cerrespondent of The Times, the 
new decree provides that the operatives 
shall. be divided into five groups, four of 
which will be working every day. Thus 
the factories will be in continuous action 
and, since every individual's holiday will. 
occur’ on a different day of the old week, 
no trace of the bourgegis Sunday. will 
remain, to shock the conmunistic mind. 
Although it might appear that by this 
measure the workers would receive more 
rest. days than under the old iéyime, the 
amount of hours worked by every opera- 
tive remains the same as before. The

Furthermore, factories 
in continuous operation demand an 
enormous quantity of raw material, which 
tussia at present cannot produce.

By-Passes. 


Without the new roads and by-passes 
that enable the Londoner to achieve the 
ever more remote countryside, lile jor the 
motorist in the Metropolis would become 
well-nigh impossible. Not only do the 
by-passes provide a better egress, but in 
many cases the discreet man can improve 
upon an improvement by a judicious use 
of the old route, often deserted by traffic 
for its new neighbour. Yesterday the 
new bridge which carries the Watford by- 
pass over the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway line north of Mill Hill 
was opened, and thus the road develop- 
ment scheme initiated in North-West 
London by the Ministry of Transport in 
1923 was completed. Now the motorist 
can reach such places as Tring or Welwyn 
by either the Watford or the Barnet by- 
pass with little hindrance from traffic. 
At first by-passes often were. long, ugly 
strips of road, unrelieved by any attempt 
mitigate their hideous dulness. 
however, their disfiguring 
qualities have been recognised by 
authority, and now trees and shrubs are 
planted along their verges. . Gratitude for 
these efforts are due to the Roads Beauti- 
fying Association, which has lent its aid 
in the selection of plants and has given 
the most useful advice. It is probable 
that more and more by-passes will be 
made in England, since her motor trafhe 
still is Although we may 
prefer the winding beauties of’ the 
narrower roads, advancing civilisation 
demands their sacrifice upon the altar of 
“expediency. Those who, before the 
Great West road was opened, were com- 
pelled to drive their cars painfully and 
slowly through the bottle-neck at Brent- 
ford will appreciate this truth.

ACCIDENT NBAR 
IRELAND'S EYE, 


CAPTAIN LOST, 
CREW RESCUED FROM 
IMPROVISED RAFT, 


The motor fishing boat Fishing Lass went 
on fire yesterday morning about seven 
miles east of Ireland's Eye and sank 
after the fire had reached the water’s 
edge. The captain was drowned and 
the crew of two were saved by a pass- 
ing fishing boat. 

The name of the captain was Patrick 
Murphy, aged about sixty, married, 
who resided at White's Restaurant, 
Sir John Rogerson’s quay, Dublin. 

The other men on board were :— 

Francis Connolly, engine man, of 
et ail street, Ringsend,

Patrick Grimes, deck hand, of 67 
Thorncastie street, Ringsend, 

The vessel, the Fishing Lass, D 166. left 
Ringsend on Monday afternoon at four 
o'clock and proceeded to a few miles east 
of Ireland's Eye, where it fished during 
the night. At about six o'clock in the 
morning it hove-to at a place about seven 
iniles east of Ireland's Eye, where a fish- 
ing vessel called the Marie was lost a few

VESSEL NOT INSURED.

premiums would be too high, and in the 
‘majority of cases such boats were not 
insured, because, if they were, hsbing would 
be run at a loss. The vessel was pur- 
chased from the.

Patrick Murphy, who leaves a wife and 
two children. was unable to swim, though 
he had been going to sea for 45 years. 
On two previous occasions he was given 
up as drowned at sea, the last being about 
a year ago when he went out on the fish- 
ing smack Ronan, and was missing for 
nearly a week. 

A TOUGH FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

Patrick -Grimes, who appeared much 
the worse for his nerve-racking experience, 
stated that, when informed by Connolly 
that the ship was on fire, he suggested 
fixing up-.a raft. They did so with the 
utmost haste. and just as the raft was 
ready and as the Fishing Lass went down 
by the bows. he, the captain, and Con- 
nolly jumped on to the raft. 

They had already divested themselves of 
thei¢ sea boots and heavy clothing, as 
they knew that they would have ‘‘ to make 
a tough fight” for their lives. Just as 
they got clear of the sinking vessel they 
narrowly missed being struck by one of the 
masts which crashed into the sea.

Calm and smiling, Shearer began his 
testimony to-day with staccato: ‘ Yes, 
sirs,’’ and ‘‘ No, sirs,’’ which were a 
marked contrast to his replies yesterday, 
when members of the committee frequently 
had to ask him to confine himself to the 


subject in hand. Soon, however. he 
became more expansive, and the crowd 
often laughed heartily at the witness’s 


replies, especially when he referred to Mr. 
Kellogg as ‘‘ Nervous Nellie.” 

AS SHIPBUILDERS’ AGENT. 
Asked about his employment by the 
shipbuilders, Shearer said that he was. re- 
quested by them to keep the matter secret, 
because C. M. Schwab “did not want to 
be mixed up in this big navy business,” 
and also because ‘‘the Pacific influences, 
Supported by the Rockefellers,’’ were the 
most powerful in the country. ' 
He declared that Mr. Rockefeller, 
junior, and the shipbuilders emploved the 
same publicity agent, Ivy Lee; that the 
shipbuilders paid the latter 150,000 dollars 
(£30,000), and that they did not want to

THE RESIGNATION OF 
THE CABINET.

In a message from Alexandria yester- 
day The Times Correspondent says :— 
The Cabinet has decided to resign. The 
Prime Minister, Mohamed Pasha 
Mahmud, saw Sir Percy Loraine, the 
British High Commissioner, this morning, 
and after that Sir Percy was received by 
the King, who earlier in the day had 
given an audience to Mustapha Pasha 
Nahas, the leader of the Opposition. The 
Prime Minister will have an audience of 
the King to-morrow at noon, when it is 
understood that he will tender his resigna- 
tion. 

It is expected that steps will be taken 
immediately to form an administrative 
Cabinet, though under what Prime 
Minister is as yet uncertain. The new 
Cabinet will probably be charged with the 
duty of holding a general election, 
possibly on the basis of the direct 
suffrage law ; but whether the Wafd, now 
that it has triumphed in securing the 
elimination of Mahmud Pasha, will agree 
that the proposed treaty should form the 
basis of the election, is still uncertain. 
What is clear is that. the resignation cf 
Mahmud Pasha means a return to parlia- 
mentary life with, as the Waid is certain 
of a majority whatever electoral law may 
be adopted, a Wafdist Cabinet in office to 
deal with the treaty in a new Parliament. 

Mohamed Pasha Mahmud became Prime 
Minister cn June 27th, 1928. He secured 
a prorogation of Parliament, in which 
he was in a hopeless minority, next day, 
and on July 19th obtained the dissolution 
of both Houses. It was then announced 
that the parliamentary system would be 
in abeyance for three years,

EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS.

MAHMUD PASHA RESIGNS. 


The Times remarks, in an editorial note 
to-day :—The news telegraphed from Alex- 
andria last night, that Mahmud Pasha will 
offer his resignation, and that of his 
colleagues, to King Fuad to-day, will arouse 
no surprise. It had been known for some 
time past that the Egyptian Prime Minister’s 
position was becoming increasingly difficult, 
owing not only to the hostility of the Wafd, 
but also to the differences between him and 
his sovereign. | 

The causes and the extent of these differ- 
ences are still, to some extent, a matter of 
surmise, but their existence has been a matter 
óf public knowledge in Egypt since -mid- 
summer. 

The Wafdists, of course, have never con- 
cealed their hostility to a Prime Minister who 
dissolved Parliament, suspended many of their 
newspapers, and has governed Egypt more or 
less dictatorially for more than a year. Their 
troubles, proceeds 7'áe Times, however, are 
only now beginning, They may refuse to 
make the proposed Treaty an issue of: the 
coming election. They may oppose if in the 
new Chamber, where they are likely to 
have a large majority, or, if the progress 
of the Anglo-Soviet negotiations indicates 
that the new British Government are pliant 
they may ask for more, in spite of Mr. 
Henderson’s statement that the proposals re- 
present the limit of British concession. 

But they will have either to improve on 
their rivals’ success or to reject the Treaty, 
because he negotiated it. 

Mahmud Pasha—and that is one of his 
chief titles to the respect of his countrymen— 
has succeeded in obtaining better terms for 
Egypt than any of his predecessors. He has 
also made a comprehensive agreement on the 
use of the Nile waters by Egypt and the 
Sudan, which his opponents have criticised, 
but which they will scarcely cancel. As time 
passes the beneficial results to the Egyptian 
people of this agreement—assuming that no 
access of madness inspires its chiefs to reject 
it—are likely to count for more with the 
Egyptian cultivator than the bitter criticisms 
of Wafdist propagandists. Given reasonable 
good fortune, the retiring Prime Minister can 
count upon returning before long to the poli- 
tical stage on which he has played a notable 
part.

Mr. J. H. Thomas, Lord Privy Seal, made 
the first of three Ministerial pro- 
nouncements at the Labour Party 
Conference at Brighton yesterday. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, thé Foreign Secre- 
tary, will speak on foreign affairs 
to-day, and Mr. Philip Snowden on 
finance to-morrow. 

Mr. Thomas’s speech was the main feature 
of the proceedings, although the 
Parliamentary Party narrowly

Late in the afternoon the Conference 
began the consideration of the new 
draft constitution of the party.

BAFFLING PROBLEM,

PLEA FOR FAIR PLAY, 


Mr. Thomas delivered his speech before 
the commencement of the ordinary pro- 
ceedings of the conference. 

“The Government, in my judgment,’’ 
said Mr. Thomas, “ will be judged, and 
rightly judged, on their handling of the 
problem of unemployment. It will be 
judged rightly, because for good or for 
ill—for good in my opinion—this move: 
ment must make the right to, work, which 
carries with it ‘the right to live, always 
the most important and the most human 
of our activities. - (Cheers. ) 

“ When I say we will be judged on this 
subject, I am entitled to say, whether to 
our opponents or to our friends, that we 
are entitled to be judged fairly. We are. 
to be judged not only because of the 
magnitude of the problem, not only 
because of the great human tragedy that 
lies behind it, but because it is a problem 
that we are not responsible for, and. four 
months is not too long a period, to deal 
with a problem that has baffled the people 
for so long. 

“COLD FACTS.” 

“I make no apology, for our aims.our 

intentions, or our: work, and T ask 
nothing more than to be judged fairly on 
our record. What are the cold facts? - 
From 1914 to 1918 there were killed or 
knocked permanently out of industry a 
million able-bodied men. There are 
employed in industry to-day 800,000 more 
than during the ‘ boom” period of 1914. 
There are on the ‘live’ register nearly 
1,200,000 out of work. You have a birth- 
rate exceeding your death-rate by approxi- 
mately 200,000. 
“A closer examination of the figures 
reveals that there are a far greater number 
of women engaged in industry to-day than 
ever before. Since 1918 to the end of last 
year in unemployment insurance alone 
ever £650,000,000 were spent without any 
return whatsoever. At least -another 
£100,000,000 were spent in poor law relief. 
Our municipalities have heavily mort- 
gaged themselves, and many of them are 
prevented from doing more because of the 
enormous liabilities they have undertaken ; 
and, in addition, £109,000,000 has been 
spent by different Governments since 1918, 
fet we are entrusted,.in face of this 
colossal expenditure, with the formidable 
task of still dealing with nearly a million 
and a quarter unemployed.” 


DIFFICULTY AGGRAVATED BY 
SUCCESS. ' : 
To illustrate the difficulties, he said, 
for every million pounds of public money 
spent it does not provide work for more 
than two theusand directly and two 
thousand indirectly. 
Mr. Thomas maintained that the pouring 
out of money was not a solution to the 
unemployment problem, and added: “Our 
difficulty is aggravated by our very success 
and by the very achievement of our ideals.’’ 
The Labour movement, he said, is making 
history to-day in its efforts for peace. 
We are saying that we will stop our 
naval programme, What we have got to 
see is that, in giving effect to these 
ideals, the only people who are to bear 
the burden ought not to be the humble 
shipworkers. (Cheers. ) 
Mr. Thomas said that they admitted 
quite frankly that, with all the diffi- 
culties, there was still a moral obligation 
upon the Labour movement and the 
Government to apply themselves to the 
problem and to grapple with it. 
MUNICIPAL SCHEMES. 
Although there had been a Labour 
Government four months, it was only 
two days before the House rose that they 
obtained the parliamentary power to do 
anything at all. They first sought power 
to deal with the municipalities. In order 
to obtain the necessary Government grant 
municipalities had to show a certain fixed 
percentage of unemployment in their dis- 
tricts. That restriction had been removed. 
They had reduced the waiting period for 
many municipal schemes from ‘five to 
three years. There had been a magnifi- 
cent response from the municipalities 
during the holiday season, and when 
Parliament met there would have been 
sanctioned over six million pounds for 
municipalities. 
The Government sanctioned a five-years’ 
road programme, costing. ten million 
pounds. Almost the whole of that ex- 
penditure had been agreed upon and was 
sanctioned. There was a twenty-eight 
million pounds programme for classified 
roads sanctioned, and negotiations were 
now taking place in connection with that.

6 oz. flour, pinch of salt, 2 level tea- 
spoonfuls Royal Baking Powder, 3 os.

Quite apart from these there is another 
distinction, and the oldest in the club, the 
Hunt Gold Medal. This is at present held by 
the president, Mr. W. Moffat Wilson, and 
for it a member may challenge the holder at 
any time. This medal was presented by the 
late Mr. R. Vere Hunt over thirty-five years 
ago for competition in the first class. It was 
frst won by a highly gifted player, the late 
Mr. P. G. Sigerson.

third. All were made in Dublin, according to 
one uniform and beautiful design. The second 
class Hunt medal was originally won by Mr. 
g. P. Johnston, afterwards Assistant Coni- 
missioner of Intermediate Education. . 

Mr. Hunt was for many years the mainstay 
of the club and a regular daily attendant. 
He was a close friend of the president, the 
illustrious Provost of Trinity College, Dr. 
George Salmon. In the latter's closing years, 
when he moved but little trom the Provost's 
House, Mr. Hunt used frequently to call there 
and enjoy a game of chess.

SHEEP TRADE SLOW. 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT 
BALLINASLOR, Tuesday. 

To regtlar visitors, the supply of sheep on 
offer at the Great October Fair here to-day, 
seemed smaller than usual. Except for ewes 
and some lambs, prices showed a decline on 
last year. The fall varied from ós. to 5s. 
per head, but as prices for sheep generally 
are on a lower level than a year ago, vendors 
whom I questioned on the subject declared 
themselves satisfied with what they had re- 
ceived. Some described the trade as ‘‘ tough,’’ 
and this was the general experience at the 
outset, but when business began it moved 
steadily and finished up quite well. 

Ewes were decidedly dearer, probably be- 
cause there were relatively few on offer, and 
those of the right type were scarce, the 
general range of values being from 50s. to 
was obtained for hogget ewes, w 
brought from 50s. to 55s, 

Prices for hoggets were about 5s. lower 
than last year, the range being from 55s. to 
65s. r head; while two-year-old wethers 
brought from 55s. to 77s. 6d. and 80s. At 
the latter price, Mr. Conway, Loughrea, sold 
a number to Messrs. Smith, Dublin, who also 
bought 100 at 82s. 6d. Mr. Michael Dolan 
sold 200 wethers to Mr. Reilly, Trim, at 67s. 
and 75s. Messrs. Delaney Bros. paid 77s, 6d. 
per head for a big draft of wethers from Mr. 
John Jennings, Aughrim. Mr. Walshe, 
Glenabourne, obtained 65s. for wethers. 

Among hoggets, Mr. Harney, Aughrim, sold 
300, getting as much as 73s. per head, while 
others ranged down to 62s. 6d., 60s. and

11,000 SHEEP SENT AWAY, 

Adequate arrangements for the transit of 
sheep by rail were made by Mr. Doyle, live 
stock superintendent, Great Southern Rail- 
ways. Although a late start was made in 
loading, owing to the slowness of the fair, 
eight ‘‘specials’’ were ready for despatch 
by noon, with approximately 350 wagons. 
These carried about 11,000 sheep to various 
go of the country between Ballinasloe and 
ublin. Two “'specials” went to the Co. 
Meath line, two to Enfield, two to Dublin, 
and one each to Hill of Down and Maullin- 


gar. 

This fair, like others for the past few 
years, was remarkable for the small number 
of large drafts from individual flocks, This 
is due principally to the division of large 
estates, and the consequent shrinkage in the 
size of flocks, 

There was an enormous crowd of people 
in the town, and after the jumping com- 
petitions the business houses and restaurants 
did an extensive business, while a consider- 
able number of visitors remained over for 
an all night dance, 3 


THE HORSE FAIR, 
SMALL SUPPLIES, 


The horse fair was officially held yester- 
day, but was continued to-day, and, as 
usual, some transactions were effected dur- 
ing the week-end, owners of good-class stock 
bringing in their animals before the opening 
of the fair. This gave dealers a chance of 
viewing what might easily prove the pick of 
the market, but ultimately the number of 
really first-grade hunters on offer was very 
small The number of troopers and gene- 
ral purpose horses was also smaller than 
usual, and trade was slow, especially for 
heavy horses. Active, light-legged sorts 
were in request, but not at any great price, 
the general range being from £15 to £25 
and £30 per head. 

Veteran patrons of Ballinasloe fair recall 
the time when foreign Army officers attended 
to purchase cavalry horses, and Terrible 
Turk, a one-time winner of the Galway 
Plate, was purchased on the streets of this 
old town for £1,000. Racehorses of any 
quality are now sold either at 
their owners’ stables, or at important 
auction sales, while cavalry horses, to a large 
extent, are going out of fashion, in conse- 
quence of the development of motor transport. 

One horse-breeder whom I interviewed on 
the subject, declared that he had neyer seen 
fewer sales effected at the horse fair. He 
admitted that he himself had sold a couple 
of hunters at moderate prices. A well-xnown 
dealer told me that he would not buy any- 
thing until he got them at his own price— 
and that was late in the evening. 

SOME OF THE PURCHASES. 

Mr. Oliver Dixon, Reading, purchased a 
number of high-class hunters at prices ranging 
from 100 to 200 gns. He secured a fine moving 
four-year-old for £300, and another horse from 
Dr. O'Hara, Moate, for £200, as well as 
several at lower figures. For plain ordinary 
hunters values ranged from 50 to 75 guineas. 
M. Galway Greer secured a string at £50 to 
£65 each. Mr. Pat Morgan, Waterford, paid 
from £40 to £70 for troopers and hunters.
